3. Material — Stainless steel conforming to Designation 30Crl3 of Schedule Vof IS: 1570-1961* or the 
stainless stee! of the following composition:

4. Workmanship and Finish — One side of the pin shall have a sharp point and on the other side a 
handleof suitable diameter shall befitted tight. The pin shall be free from cracks, draw marks, pits, burrs, 
surface contaminations and impregnated foreign particles. It shall be passivated and polished bright to 
give a mirror or satin finish. 

5. Corrosion Resistance Test — Shall be according to 6.1 of IS : 5347-l969t. 

6. Marking — Each pin shall be clearly and indelibly marked with the following: 

a) The name or trade-mark of the manufacturer. 

b) • SS ' for stainless steel, and 

c) The size of the pin.

7. Packing — Shall be as agreed to between the purchaser and the supplier.
